Later dispatches give further details 
of the robbery. At 1 o’clock this 
morning, when the north-bound ex­ 
press was about a mile from Kings­ 
land, the train suddenly came to a 
standstill, and the conductor stepped 
to the door to see what was wrong. 
As ho opened the doer a bullet 
whistled by his head, and he at once 
retired inside the car, where he re­ 
mained during the trouble. The rob­ 
bers went to work In 
A COOI. AND SYSTEMATIC WAY. 
They boarded the engine and com­ 
manded the engineer and lireman to 
get down from the box. 
Taking the 
fireman and engineer with them the 
robbers ordered them to call on the 
messenger too|>cn the car. They did as 
ordered, but he refused to show up. 
They then began a fusilado which 
lasted while attempting to force their 
way into the car, 
The fireman was 
ordered to take the slash bar from 
♦he engine and hreak in the door of 
the car. Ho obeyed, but as he could 
not g»t in, after ten minutes delay, 
the robbers proceeded 


TO SET THE CAR ON FIR E. 
This forced the messenger to open 
the door and the engineer and fire­ 
man were made to get into the car 
first, their bodies thus protec ing the 
robbers as they clambered in. The 
messenger opened the safe without 
further trouble and the contents wore 
quickly transferred to a 
b b c e .

exact amount taken is not knowu 
though late reports state that between 
$5,000 and $10,000 is about what was 
stolen. Some place the loss much 
higher. A sheriff and posse are in 
pursuit of the robbers. The passen­ 
gers and mail car were not molested.

A l b u q u e r q u e , N. M., February 29. 
—The survey of the canal contem­ 
plated m Southern New Mexico it 
about completed. 
The report states 
that it will be necessary to commence 
a t a point near San Luis on the Rio 
Grande. 
The cost of the construc­ 
tion to Santa Antonio, N. M., will be 
about $28,000 per mile, as the ground 
is very rough. From the latter point 
to about ninety miles over the Jor&ndo 
de Muerte the work will be easy, and 
and will only coet about $17,000 a 
mile, with the exception of a tunnel a 
mile and a half long, which is esti­ 
mated to cost about $13,000. 
The 
canal is surveyed for 130 miles, and 
the total cost foots up to $4,970,000. 
The completion of this canal ana the 
reservoir sel eme will bring under 
cultivation over 3,000,000 acres of 
arid land. 
The originator of the 
scheme, General G. B. Bowman, is 
now at Washington soliciting Con­ 
gressional aid in the matter.

Animated Debate Over the Pro­ 
posed A dditional Pension 
Payments.

W a s h in g t o n , February 29.—In the 
Senate to-day a bill to amend the 
Chinese Restriction Act Was reported 
favorably by Sherman from the Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Relations. The bill 
provides that the words “ Chinese 
laborers” and “Chinese paesengers’ 
shall be held to include and mean any 
persons of the Chinese race without 
regard to the government to which 
the Chinese may owe allegiance, and 
without regard to the port, place or 
country from which he or she may 
cjme to the United States. 
Tue second section provides that all 
Chinese laborers who departed from 
the United States between November 
17th, 1880, and June 6th; 1882, having 
at the timo of departure tlie right to 
return to the United States under 
provisions of the treaty between the 
United States and the empire of 
China, bearing date November 17, 
1880, shall avail tliemrtelves of such 
right so secured, and return to the 
United States within six months after 
the passage of this act. Every Chinese 
laborer so departing, who fails to re­ 
turn to the United States within said 
six 
months, 
shall be taken and 
deemed to have waived his right to 
return under the provisions of the 
treaty, and shall forever thereafter be 
excluded from the United States. 
Section three reads as follows: that 
the certificate provided by the Act oi 
of May 2, 1872, to be delivered to 
Chinese departing from the United 
States for the purpose of identification 
on their return shall, ninety days 
after the passage of this act, be such 
as the secretary of the treasury shall, 
froip time to time, proscribe. And 
the secretary of the treasury shall 
have the power to make all needful 
rules and regulations to ore vent entry 
into the United States of any Chinese 
who are denied the right b o to enter 
by any act of Cong 638, and the acts of 
Congress relating to the entry of 
Chinese into the Unitad States are 
hereby amended so as to conform 
with such act. 
Sherman, from tlie Committee on 
Foreign Relations, reported a resolu­ 
tion as an amendment to the one 
offered by Stewart requesting the 
President, in view of the difficulties 
and embarrassments which have at­ 
tended the imuigratifo of Chinese 
laborers under the- muftanon o f the 
treaties with China, to nominate a 
treaty with the Emperor of China 
containing a proviso that no Chinese 
laborers snail enter the United States. 
Laid over. 


t h e m o u n t i i o o d p a r k . 
Mitchell offered a resolution, which 
was agreed to, instructing the Com­ 
mittee on Public Lands to inquire 
into the propriety and advisability of 
having seven or eight townships of 
the public domain surrounding and 
including Monnt Hood, Oregon, set 
apart as a national park. 
A bill to provide lor the compulsory 
education of 
Indian children, as 
amended by Vest, was passed. It 
makes it the duty of the Secretary of 
the I nterior to establish an industrial 
boarding school on every Indian 
reservation upon which there may be 
located any Indian tribe number­ 
ing 509 or more adult 
Indians. 
The 
]>upils 
aro 
to 
bo 
taught 
(lie branches of useful labor in addi­ 
tion to the usual studies in primary 
classes. Nothing in the bill is to pre­ 
vent the education of Indian children 
in schools outside of the reservations 
with the consent of their parents or 
guardians, and no provisions of the 
act are to apply to the five civilized 
tribes, nor to the Osage Indians of the 
Indian Territory. 
Call offered a resolution which was 
laid over, instructing the Committee 
on Public Lands to report that the 
bill declaring all patents for public 
lands issued by tbe Secretary of thq 
Interior without the authority of the 
law, be declared absolutely void, and 
requiring the Attorney General to 
brings suits to vacate and set them 
aside. 
A bill providing for. a National 
Art commission, to pass upon works 
of art to be purchased by the Govern­ 
ment, was taken up and passed. 


PENSION CLAIMS. 
The Senate then resumed consider­ 
ation of the bill granting pensions to ex­ 
soldiers and sailors incapacitated for 
the performance of manual labor, and 
providing for pensions to dependent 
relations of deceased soldiers and 
sailors. 
Wilson, of Iowa, moved an amend­ 
ment, to insert the words “from 
infirmities of age,” so as to pension 
all ex-soldiers suffering “from infirmi­ 
ties of age or from merftal or physical 
disability.” 
In the debate which took place, 
Plumb delivered an eloquent eulogy 
on the army. 
Vest saia that they had heard a 
good deal 
about almshouses and 
veteran soldiers. 
In the State of 
Missouri there 
were no 
Federal 
soldiers in almshouses, and he was 
proud to say that there were no Con­ 
federates either. 
The South to-day 
was covered with maimed and crip­ 
pled soldiers who had been shot and 
shelled for their honest convictions, 
and they asked for no pension, and 
would not take it. God be blessed that 
they were not in almshouses, and 
none of them had ever been seen 
begging for bread. 
Whence, then, 
came the talk of Federal soldiers 
in almshouses? 
They were 
i 
there. 
He was tired and 
sick 
of the insinuations of robbery and pre 
tenees of hypocrisy in the name of 
true and gallaut soldiers of the Union. 
He would give every disabled or 
dependent soldier of the Federal 
army, and the widows and orphans of 
those who lost their lives in . service 
the last acre of land and the last dol­ 
lar. He would have done the same 
for the Confederate soldiers “ if God 
had blessed our cause.” Why this 
talk that Congress has not done 
enough for the soldiers when

a liberality unparalleled in the history 
of the world. 
The great military 
and political organization, the Grand 
Army of the Republic, had thrown its 
lance into the debates of Congress 
and sent bills to its accredited Sen­ 
ators for the parpóse of being enacted. 
When the President of the United 
States had honestly and bravely dis­ 
charged his executive duty and votood 
an enactment which he considered 
improper he had been threatened by

was a limit to 
human endurance. 
He (Vest) had 
voted for pension bills, coerced by 
his position, because he had been "a

He had voted 
for them because he wanted to evi­ 
dence to the world that the men 
with whom he had acted in the un­ 
fortunate strife respected the soldiers 
of the Union, and were willing to 
give hem even more than they de­ 
manded. “ But there is a limit, and I 
have reached it. I will be driven no 
further by claim agents and plunder­ 
ers in the garb of soldiers. For hon­ 
est and real soldiers I am willing to 
vote any amount of pensions.” 
Vest went on to say that of the 
2,800,000 men enrolled as soldiers 
during the four yea-s of the war,

The first w itness, Mr. M iller, being 
recalled testified : Elam told m e we 
would find his hat where ho fell. 
W e 
w ent to th e ditch in front of Bodkins 
place and found it on the side of the 
ditch next to the house. 
I do not 
know the exact tim e that these sta te­ 
m en ts were m ade. 
I rem em ber of 
m edicine having been adm inistered 
to th e deceased but do not think I 
gave it to him . 
(The w itness was here subjected 
to a long cross-exam ination for the 
purpose of testing h is m em ory of the 
acts testified to in the case. ) 
Dr. Seebert: 
I was called to ex ­ 
am ine E lam on Novem ber 2nd, 1886, 
and found him to be suffering from u 
fun shot wound in the abdom en, 
he ball had passed through h is liver 
and the large bowel. 
I told him he 
could not live, and if he had any pre­ 
parations to make before death he 
had batter m ake them . 
H e w ished 
to m ake a statem ent of the circum ­ 
stances of the trouble, and I wrote it 
dow n for him .

The Board of Freeholders m et as a 
C om m ittee of the W hole in the Coun­ 
cil Cham bers yesterday m orning for 
the puipose of acting upon the report 
of th e Kevisory Com m ittee, w hich was 
com pleted yesterday and handed in 
this m orning, dam p from th e print­ 
er’s hands. 
T he following m em bers 
were present: 
L ee, Cohn, Del Valle, 
Lind ley , M esm er, Moran, Robinson. 
Sinsabaugb, Toberman, Vickery and 
Mayor W orkman. 
Mr. Cohn m oved that the report of 
the R evisory Com m ittee be read and 
its articles acted upon seriatim . 
Car­ 
ried. 
Mr. Cohn m oved that no person be 
allow ed to speak more than twice and 
not m ore than for five m inutes at a 
tim e, and that 2 o’clock th is afternoon 
be net for the consideration of what 
am endm ents 
be 
offered, 
the 
am endm ents to be in writing. 
Car­ 
ried. 
Mr. Lee explained that after the 
report of the com m ittee had been 
handed 
to 
the 
printers several 
am endm ents had occurred to 
the 
com m ittee, and that these am end­ 
m en ts had been em bodied in h is re­ 
port w hich he would read, and asked 
that th ese am endm ents be exem pt 
from the rule, as laid down in these 
previous m otions. 
Mr. Lee then read artieles 1 and 2, 
w hich describe tho municipal corpor­ 
ation boundaries and give the rights 
and powers of the saíne, w hich are 
sim ilar to those in the present charter 
and in every charter. 
Article 3 nam es th e officers and 
describes the m anner of appointm ent. 
On m otion of Mr. Moran it was 
decided to make the office of Police 
Judge elective. 
Mr. Cohn m oved to make the office 
of 
Street 
Superintendent elective. 
Lost. 
Mr. Del V alle m oved to m ake tho 
office 
of City 
Attorney 
elective. 
Carried. 
The article as am ended provides 
for th e election of the Mayor, City 
Clerk, City Treasurer, City Auditor, 
City T ax Collector, City License Col­ 
lector, City Assessor, Police Judges 
and City Attorney, five m em bers of 
the C ity Council, and five m em bers 
of the BoardW f Education. 
The fol­ 
low ing officers are to be appointed by 
the Mayor subject to confirmation by 
the C ou ncil: City Engineer, Superin­ 
ten dent of Buildings, Water Overseer, 
Street Superintendent, Chief oi Po­ 
lice, one Police Com m issioner 
and 
four m em tiers of the Board of H ealth. 
The School Superintendent is to be 
appointed by the Board of E ducation, 
and th e H ealth Officer by the Board of 
H ealth. 
The Clerk of the Council is 
to be appointed by the Council, and 
each 
Police 
Judge 
is 
to ap ­ 
point 
the 
Clerk 
of 
his Court. 
M essrs. Moran and 
Colin 
gave 
notice that they would m ove to am end 
this article in the afternoon, but the 
m atter was finally deferred until this 
m orning 
Tho elected officers w ill hold office 
for tw o years, and the appointed 
officers until rem oved by the appoint­ 
ing power, provided that where con­ 
firmation is required, tho assent of 
th e confirm ing body shall be required. 
Article 4 describes the powers of 
tho Council, w hich is to m eet at 10 
o ’clock every day except on legal 
holidays. 
It will require four Coun- 
cilm en to constitute a quorum , and 
four m em bers m ust vote for an ordi­ 
nance before it can be pass »d. 
Under 
these provisions th e Council will have 
power to regulate entrances to and 
exits from public buildings; declare 
what constitutes a nuisan ce; regulate 
the keeping of gun powder or other 
ex p lo siv es; provide for the surveys of 
streets; establish stands for hacks, 
and fix the charges of vehicles for 
h ire; 
establish fire districts and de­ 
term ine the character of buildings to 
be erected th erein ; provide for the 
lightin g of streets, regulate th e prices 
for gas, electric light, telephones, and 
regulate the erection 
of 
telegraph 
p o les; provide for th e nam ing of the 
streets; m aintain a fire alarm sy stem ; 
provide for sprinkling streets; regu­ 
late tho speed of railway traics, and 
provide for the rem oval of rubbish. 
T h e duties of the Mayor .City Clerk, 
C ity Auditor and other city officers 
were adopted as described heretofore 
in the H ieuald. 
Mr. Lee, in reading section 38, 
made its provisions so that the ordi­ 
nance conld be published in a weekly, 
instead of in a daily, on account of 
the papers som etim es m aking pools 
to charge the city high prices. 
Mr. Lindley said he could not see 
why a “ weakly or w eekly” should be 
so distinguished, and he would m ove 
to insert the word “ d aily.” 
After som e discussion tho matter 
was settled by leaving th e m atter as 
read, so that the printing can now lie 
done by a weekly paper. 
T h e city officers will be required to 
file a report of the year’s business 
with th e Council on its first m eeting 
in N ovem ber of each year, and each 
officer w ill be required to file with the 
City Auditor, before the 15th of July 
each year, an estim ate of th e expen­ 
ses of h is department for th e ensuing 
year. 
In Section 43 Mr. Cohn m oved that 
th e duties of the City Treasurer should 
be so am ended as to com pel him to 
keep th e m oneys of the city in a vault 
under his personal control, provided 
that such a vault be furnished him by 
the city. 
H e gave as his reason for 
this am endm ent that at present the 
banka were holding very large sum s 
belonging to the city, w hich are to be 
used in tbe paving of the streets, and 
to get these large deposits the banks 
m ay exert and wield an im m ense 
power in the election of the City 
Treasurer. 
Carried. 
On motion of Mr. Cohn the bonds 
of th e 
Street 
Superintendent were 
reduced from $20,000 to $10,000. The 
bonds of other officers were fixed as 
published heretofore in th e H k e a l d . 
T b e section relating io the salaries 
of officers was adopted as published 
heretofore, a* also were the sections 
relating to th e School Departm ent, 
Library Departm ent, Police, H ealth, 
Police 
Courts, 
Fire 
Departm ent, 
W ater and Water R ights, Proceedings 
to Condem n Property, Im provem ent 
of 
Streets, 
Construction of Sewers 
and E lections. 
T he Board then ad- 
jonrned until this m orning, when it is 
expected som e m inor changes w ill be 
m ade.

irrigating fruit-fanns and supplying 
domestic .water to towns, a submerged 
rtun was made. In a narrow gap 
in the cafion where solid granite 
shoulders from the mountain abut in­ 
to the arroyo, a deep trench was dug 
from rock to rock. Here a water-tight 
dam was laid reaching to some 
height above the bed of the arroyo. 
This great undertaking is now com­ 
plete, excepting about fifty feet, which 
needs a foot or so to finish it to the 
height of the rest of the dam. That the 
exploit will be a successful one 
abundantly evidenced by the fact 
that there is now thirty feet of water 
above the dam, showing that the 
subterranean stream has been cut 
off and forced to the surface. It is a 
novel enterprise and goes to illus­ 
trate the strange methods developed 
by the peculiar circumstances exist­ 
ing in this section._______ 


Second payments do not seem to 
be playing the deuce with real estate 
business to any such degree as some 
anticipated—shall we say fondly hop­ 
ed?

rants for the arrest of certain citiaeas, 
the previous owners of the stock of 
the Victor Marble Works. These 
gentl-men had been fairly and care­ 
fully examined once before a just 
judge, and the charges against them 
were summarily dismissed.

THE DRAMA.

e, October 26, 1864; Washoe, Sep­ 
tember 5, 1864; Yosemite, October 
12. 1865; Pilot, May 25, 1883. 
In September, 1866, the steamer 
Julia (the same one which blew up 
Jfonday) blew the head out of her 
'itegmdrum while on the way to 
Stockton, killing ten persons. 
February 10, 1881, a steam pipe in 
the steamer City of Stockton ex­ 
ploded, scalding two of the deck­ 
hands fatally. 
A careful perusal of the above list 
will convey substantial assurances to 
the traveling portion of our popula- 
lation that really rea arkable progress 
)^as beep tpade in the management of 
Steamers during the past 40 years. 
The frequency of explosions in the 
early pioneer days is an alarming 
feature of the history of that time. 
Two casualties in 1850, one in 1851, 
three in 1853, three again in 1854, two 
in 1855—there is a record that must 
have made that mode of traveling 
rather sensational. From 1850 to 
1859 there were 14 explosions 
of steamers in the ten years. 
From 1861 to 1888, a period 
of 28 years, there were only 9 
explosions of this sort. And of the 
9, all excepting 2 took place in the 
sixties. Taking the period between 
1850 and 1866 and we find that in 
those 17 years 21 explosions are 
recorded; while in 21 years, from 1867 
to 1888, there are, including the last 
catastrophe on the Julia, only 3 such 
mishaps to chronicle. That is a very 
substantial triumph for modern skill 
and care. 


The Santa Rosa Democrat is “smart’’ 
at the expense of our southern sister 
city. It says that the people of San 
Diego may not have the best country 
in the world, but they have a popu­ 
lace of wonderful business tact and 
cunning. A gentleman just up from 
there gives an illustration of their 
method of advertising the country. 
Every day a man drives a four-horse 
load of corn into town. The real es­ 
tate men gather around the wagon and 
pronounce it the finest production in 
the world, “grown just outside of 
the city.” Some real estate man 
buys the load at a fabulous figure, 
the load is driven to some back street, 
and on the following day another 
man drives it into town, and so on. 
This same gentleman further says 
that he has been in San Diego several 
months, and not a day has passed but 
what the same identical load of corn 
has been driven into town and pur­ 
chased by some real estate dealer. 
But the best of it is that the corn was 
originally shipped from Chicago. 
The average San Diegan may not 
even smile at this funny business, 
which may be true and may not be, 
and he probably feels like the Arkan­ 
sas boy who stubbed his toe, and in 
reply to solicitous inquiry said: “I’m 
too big to cry, and it hurts too awful 
bad to laugh.” 


The proposition of the Board of 
Freeholders, who are now framing 
% the new charter, which contemplates 
the publication of the city advertising 
in obscure, hebdomadal papers, is 
fanny beyond anything excepting the 
reason given for this wise provision of 
these Solons. It is done to prevent 
the bad and wicked dailies from' ‘ pool- 
lug,” and thus robbing the people. 
As a matter of fact, this business of 
Los Angeles city and county has been 
done time oat of mind at ruinously 
low rates. The papers moke nothing 
oat of it. The purpose of publishing 
these announcements is the informa­ 
tion for the people, not to save money. 
If that was what is aimed at, the 
purpose can be best achieved by not 
publishing them at all. 


This paper has already noticed the 
malignity and mendacity of letters 
sent on from here by a special agent 
of the New York Herald. In a la‘e 
letter this same envoy attacks the 
beautiful and growing town of Bur­ 
bank in a most gross and slanderous 
manner. It now appears that there 
is an animus of blackmail in this wan­ 
ton and mendaciouB assault upon Bur­ 
bank, for one of the officers of#thc 
Providencia Company declares that 
the New York Herald correspondent 
was unsuccessful in an application to 
him to write up the town at the rate 
of $2 a line.

D nuelitrr». 
The story of “Lear” and his 
daughters as worked up in Shakes­ 
peare’s drama, is one of the most in­ 
tensely interesting and instructive in 
the whole range of literature. The 
greatest English-speaking actors, from 
Burbage to Garrick, from Garrick to 
the elder Kean, and on down 
to 
Cooke and Macready, the 
elder Booth, Murdock, Forrest. 
Stark, Anderson, 
Adams, 
and 
Edwin Booth, have all considered 
that the successful rendition of this 
great character was the crucial test of 
their powers. It is the most trying 
physically, as it is the most difficult 
to present in its varyii g exactions 
upon the voice aud the expression of 
the human face. The elder Booth 
often declared that to play “Lear” 
successfully was the highest evidence 
of genius in the actor. His gifted son 
has certainly achieved that distinc­ 
tion, for ibis personation of the way­ 
ward and abused monarch is to our 
mind one of the finest, if not the 
finest, roles in his repertory. 
In spite of the inclemency of the 
weather every seat was filled in the 
opera house last night on the produc­ 
tion of this great piece. When Mr. 
Booth came on it was manifest that 
his makeup had transformed him 
into a perfect image 
of the 
fond, explosive 
and irascible, 
but generous old man. His de­ 
lineation of the character was so true 
to the idea of the creation as to hold 
the audience in rapt attention through­ 
out. When the fact gradually dawns 
upon him that he lias divested him­ 
self of his power, dignities and es­

Outside of the principal characters, 
the pcrformancewas made symmetric­ 
ally excellent by the superior acting 
of the whole company. Miss Minna 
K. Gale’s “ Cordelia” was a fine per­ 
sonation of the true woman who, in 
Rpite of the wrong she had received at 
the hands of her father, is animated by 
a generous and loving affection for 
him, and unlike her ungrateful sis­ 
ters, who have brought him to grief, 
she tries to comfort him when he is 
beyond the reaeh of comfort. Miss 
Gale is peculiarly happv in parts that 
call for an expression of the soft and 
tender feelings. It would not be just 
to withhold praise to the other mem­ 
bers of the troupe, who all acquitted 
themselves with credit.

A FRENCH FLAT. 


A Pen P ic tu re off th e A p artm en t 
H o u n c i off Fran ce. 
“ A ppartem ent a louer,” or, in 
sim ple English, “ F lat to let,” is a 
sign that meets the view at every turn 
in Paris. 
And still building goes on 
as if there were not a vacant apart­ 
ment to be had, whole rows and 
blocks oi houses rem aining em pty for 
months together. There is but a very 
small sprinkling among them of pri­ 
vate dwellings, or “ hotels,” as they 
are called, and with so much to choose 
from it would seem to be an easy mat­ 
ter to be suited. 
If there is no restrictions as to local­ 
ity and there are no American preju­ 
dices to do away with in regard to 
steam heat, set washtubs and bath­ 
rooms, then it is easy to find a pleas­ 
ant apartm ent. There are airy rooms, 
electric bells and an absolute feeling 
of safety against fire in the well-built 
houses. The entrance is not made 
from steps, but from under the porte 
coehere. The house with an elevator 
is the exception, not the rule, in Paris. 
Americans 
are 
evidently 
short- 
breathed and weak-kneed, for it is 
they who complain of the stairs. 
The most expensive flat in a French 
apartment-house is the premier, which 
is two flights up. 
It is always more 
handsomely decorated and has loftier 
ceilings than the others. 
Balconies 
are built at this and the fifth floor. 
The entresol is the story between the 
ground floor and the first floor. There 
iBa fifth ancl a sixth floor. The former 
is not too plebeian for a man like 
Julos Simon, the journalist and legis­ 
lator, to occupy, or Theodore Stanton, 
the clever eon of Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton, who, with his French wife, 
is fast becoming popular in social 
circles in Paris. 
The six'h floor is always devoted to 
the domestics of the entire house, al­ 
though there are often surplus rooms 
that are let out to lodgers at the mod­ 
erate yearly rental of $20 or $25 a 
room. 
The price is higher if there is 
a fireplace, but the floor is always of 
stone, a much greater surety against 
fire than the ordinary wood floors. It 
is possible to bo perfectly respectable 
and occupy such a room. 
It is also 
possible to tie the occupant of a 
premier in a fine house in which the 
sixth floor neighbors are anything but 
respectable. 
Americans, 
particularly women, 
when they look at French apartments 
for the first tim e, are struck with the 
num ber of reception rooms and the 
small kitchens. 
The ante-cham ber 
might be dignified by the name of re­ 
ception room, and gives a very agree­ 
able impression to the visitor if it 
were not for the necessary hat-rack 
and um brella stand. 
The word can­ 
not be translated by “ hall” because 
that but half expresses its meaning. 
It it is generally square or oblcug, is 
furnished 
with pictures and cur­ 
tains and is otherwise tastefully fitted 
up. 
There are two drawing-rooms in 
apartm ents of any pretence. 
The 
larger room is only used on “ at 
hom e” days and state occasions; the 
sm aller one is the ordinary sitting- 
room. If visitors arrive during the 
early part of the day they are gener­ 
ally shown to m adam e’s bedroom, 
where she 
invariably spends her 
mornings. 
But the kitchen is the room which 
shows best what may be done with 
little space and much ingenuity. It is 
usually about six feet wide and ten 
feet long, and it is lighted by one email 
window. 
It is palatial if it is any 
larger or better lighted. Every avail­ 
able space on the wall is hung with 
bright copper saucepans. 
At least 
two rows of shelves contain unique 
and 
curious 
utinsils lor cooking. 
Fancy colored pajiers hang from the 
shelves like a fringe, and give a very 
tidy look to the room. 
N ext the kitchen there is always a 
staircase which is used by the ser­ 
vants and trades-people. 
It is very 
narrow and generally dark, but al­ 
ways spacious and clean. 
The bath­ 
room is more of a nuisance than a 
convenience as it is arranged in a 
French flat. 
There is an enormous 
tub, to be sure,and plenty of cold wa­ 
ter, but tbe hot water m ust be heated 
expresslv for the bath in a small 
boiler which standB in the bathroom, 
and for which gas or oil is used. 
The heating arrangements for the 
rooms are on the most frugal scale, 
but that is chiefly because wood ana 
coal are $11 a ton 
Steam heat is un­ 
known, and in most houses there is 
no heat furnished by the proprietor. 
In the new quarters when the land­ 
lords cater to the American tenants 
and tastes there is a furnace or 
calorifere in the cellar, which supplies 
heat in the public balls and gives a 
trifling am ount in the ante-oom of 
each apartm ent. 
The loge is always within, and on 
one side of th e porte cochere, and 
when the great double door is closed 
some one m ust always be there to an­ 
swer the bell. The door íb opened 
from the loge by means of a pulley, 
and permission has to be dem anded 
to go out as well as come in when it 
is closed.—[New York Mail and E x­ 
press.

VALLEJO DRAPED IN MOURNING

V a l l e j o , Cal., February 29.—The 
bright sun shone out upon a city in 
m ourning to-day. The saddest part 
of the great catastrophe had begun, 
the funeral of those who had lost 
their lives without saying good-bye to 
their 
nearest and dearest. 
Flags 
drooped at half-m ast from their poles, 
and people lingered about the streets 
burdened with the feeling of sadness 
which has settled down over the en­ 
tire com munity. 
As requested by 
the City Trustees, business places 
were closed and schools were ad­ 
journed for 
the day. 
The 
toll­ 
ing of church bells throughout kept 
in mind th e solem nity and sadness 
of the occasion as the funeral proces­ 
sions wended their way to the, ceme­ 
teries. The total num ber of killed 
and missing is now placed at twenty- 
nine.

recovered. 
Those buried to-day are 
W illiam Connolly, Michael Branley, 
John Brandon, M. G. Hodgkins, Al­ 
bert M athison, Joseph Fragas and T.

One of the Julia’s bursted boilers 
was brought to the surface to-day and 
viewed by a great num ber of people. 
One more body was recovered to-day, 
that of W illiam Andrews, a lum ber­ 
man. 
He left a wife and daughter. 
Two victims of the explosion died to­ 
day, Michael Looney and Jerem iah 
Wind. 


i n t e r e s t e d s p e c t a t o r s . 


The portion of the bursted boiler of 
the steamer Julia, which was raised 
by the wrecker to-day and placed on 
the wharf, attracted hundreds of per­ 
sons, and boiler-makers and machin­ 
ists were particularly anxious to scru­ 
tinize it closely. The sheet at the 
back end of the fire-box is appar­ 
ently 
as 
firm 
as 
the 
day it 
was put 
in. 
It is pulled out 
of 
shape, 
but 
not 
broken 
or 
cracked. 
The 
safety-flues in the 
crown-sheet of the fire-box were not 
melted, therefore the explosion could 
not have been caused by low water. 
It is possible that some of the stay 
bolts or portions of tbe boiler being 
crystallized, gave way, and ordinarily 
the strong parts yielded and the boiler 
was torn apart. 
The entire circum­ 
ference of the barrel is like a piece of 
paper. 
It was seemingly well stayed 
and 
in 
good 
condition. 
The 
boiler 
sheets 
were 
not 
scalded 
or eaten in any place. 
The boilers 
were made at the Central Pacific 
shops at Sacram ento in 1 8 7 0 . 
They 
were 1 8 feet in length by 4% feet in 
diameter. 


AN EX PERT’S OPINION. 
A boiler-maker who made an ex­ 
amination of the bursted part said : 
“ If I bad owned the Julia, and one 
hour before the explosion had made a 
personal and rigid examination of the 
boilers, I would have accepted them 
as in good condition. They were re­ 
m arkably well kept, and their clean­ 
liness reflects credit on the chief 
engineer.” 
The boiler iron will have to be 
tested before the real cause of the ex­ 
plosion can be found out.

S a n F r a n c is c o , February 29.—Su­ 
perintendent J . H. Fillmore, of the 
Southern Pacific, stated definitely to­ 
night th at there were four passenger 
coaches and five box cars destroyed 
in the fire communicated to the wharf 
by the ferry boat J ulia at Vallejo. He 
said that the coaches were new, hav­ 
ing just been received from the works 
iu the East.

PR ESID E N T CARNOT’S INCOME. 


W b a t I t A m o u n t» to a n d H o w It 
Is Sp en t. 
As President of the Republic M. 
Carnot recives $240,000 a year—that 
is to say, $120,000 as salary, $60,000 
for keeping up his official state and 
$60,000 for traveling expenses. This 
money is paid in monthly install­ 
m ents .of $20,000, and, according to 
M. G revy’b experience, it is insuffi­ 
cient. 
W ith $60,000 a year the Presi­ 
dent caunot travel about the coun­ 
try. because democratic France is 
still full of monarchical traditions, 
and in every town where the Presi­ 
dent spent a single day he would be 
expected to make such numerous and 
generous gifts to hospitals, charities 
and other local institutions that a 
visit to half a dozen towns would ex­ 
haust his year’s budget. 
Asfor going 
and living for any length of tim e iu 
one of the numerous national historic 
cliateaux th a t are scattered over the 
surface of France, this íb out of the 
question, because it would cost heaps 
of money t? prepare dwelling room? 
in these chateaux, to hire servants 
and to receive visitors. 
Statistics exist on this matter. 
A 
m onth’s stay in the chateau of St. 
Cloud used to cost Napoleon III ex­ 
actly $100,000, and during the two 
and a half m onths he spent every 
S 
ear at Compiegne. where he had 
unting parties and series of guests, 
the same sovereign used to spend not 
less than $800,000. 
The expenses of 
the Elysee, according to M. Grevy, 
are enormous. 
A ball a t the Elysee 
costs $16,000, aind an official dinner 
from $200 to $800. The President

tingent of grooms and coachmen.

SILENT NUNS. 


A V isit to tlie S tran ge C o n v en t of 
B ern ard ln ee. 
A correspondent in the south of 
France sends a description of the 
visit he made to the convent of the 
Bernardines at the village of Anglet, 
near Bayonne. 
After first calling at 
the convent of the Sister Servants of 
Mary, 
a community whose life is 
spent in labor in their own fields, or 
iu attending the sick and indigent— 
the visitor passed through a dark grove 
of pines to the gate of the Bernardines. 
A notice begging him not to speak 
above a whisper meets him , and he 
passes down a long deserted, but 
well-kept garden, toward the long 
low range of buildings inhabited by 
the fifty nuns vowed to silence. Ar­ 
rived at the entrance, after some two 
or three sotto voce attem pts to be 
heard with a result like the burlesque 
song of “ Shout, Boys, Shout, but in a 
W hisper,” a Sister Servant of Mary 
in her fam iliar 
uniform 
appears, 
whispering th at it is her lot to act 
as guide. 
From 12 o’clock each 
day she is on duty, and as the 
Bernardines are not perm itted by 
their vows to speak, and become, of 
necessity, shy, timorous and strange, 
without some such conductor little 
could be known of these sad lives. 
W hat their crimes are there is no one 
to say. 
Fifty human creatures—one 
at least of whom is only 20 years of 
age, and cannot take the full vows till 
June—share the allotted portion of 
silence and solitude. 
Some few of 
the nuns are living still who began 
their conventual life nearly half a 
century ago in straw huts on the bare 
sand. 
A story is told of the Em press E u ­ 
gene, who, 
having 
parted many- 
years before from a school friend in 
Madrid, learned th at the girl had 
taken refuge among the Bernardines. 
People say that she was extremely 
beautiful, and it is added th at she, 
when both were young, crossed the 
Em press’ path and became her rival. 
The costumes worn by the Bernar­ 
dines is designed to hide the face and 
figure; 
a funnel-shaped 
hood 
of 
coarse white flannel is drawn over the 
head and eyes, and a short mantle 
and full skirt of Ihe same m aterial 
conceals 
the 
figure. 
The 
Em ­ 
press obtained a dispensation from 
the Pope to speak to her friend face 
to face; but it is said th at when the 
nun threw off her hood her royal visi­ 
tor fainted at the sight th at met her 
eyes. 
People hint that life-long scars 
and fearful m utilations lurk under 
these shroud-like veils, which are as­ 
sumed as much in mercy to the 
passers-by as a mortification to the 
wearer. 
Two English children, who 
gazed with awe-struck faces on the 
figures in grave-clothes which move 
stealthily about the gardens on their 
errands of mercy to plants and flow­ 
ers, were heard to raise the question 
whether the nuns are dead before 
they are buried, or buried before they 
are dead—a point which it would 
truly be hard to solve. There is in 
the movement of walking so much 
character, that from the dej>cted, 
listless and heavy step of these unhap­ 
py creatures it is easy to gather the 
state of their m inds, which, if not al­ 
together despondeiit, must be utterly 
motionless and dazed. 
W hen the order was first founded 
by the good Canon of Bayonne, who 
established the whole community, a 
handful of sisters slept in rough cab­ 
ins on tbe ground and worshiped in a 
stunted chapel made of a sort of trellis 
of .sticks stuffed w ith'straw . As the 
community grew richer, the cell im­ 
proved till they took their present not 
am bitious form of a low range of 
stable 
buildings, each cell being 
but a little larger than a horse’s 
stall. 
H ere 
the 
words 
“ God 
only” 
m eet 
the 
eye,- 
coarsely 
printed on white, and in every cell 
tenanted by these poor anchorites, 
in the little coflin-like chapel in 
which they pray, these words stam p 
themselves on the mind. The parlor 
—which bears the same legend—is a 
square wooden box as large, perhaps, 
os two cells, and here once a year the 
sister vowed to silence m ay hold in­ 
tercourse with her father and mother, 
but with no other relation. Speech 
is also occasionally perm itted with 
the superior, but never between the 
nuns. 
Their needlework, which is 
exposed for sale, is painful to see be­ 
cause it betrays the dwarfed and crip­ 
pled souls within. 
Some wretched 
card-board needle-books bear a dumb 
and piteous prayer for the solitary: 
others are tortured into the shape of 
coffins, filled with little paper flowers. 
Even 
the 
vigorous 
green 
plants 
standing in a chapel so narrow th at 
the walls seem to close upon the in 
truder, are strung with a kind of 
coral in red wool, as if all natural 
taste and healthy adm iration had 
vanished. To these solitary being3, 
who never set 
foot 
beyond 
the 
shadowy plantations closing in their 
meager world,it may be th at tbe walls 
do not fit so tightly and that, by dint 
of gazing at them and at nothing else 
they vanish, and only the pious in­ 
scription “ Dieu seul” rem ains.—[Pall 
Mall Gazette.

BAILWAY NEWS. 
Latest Pointers About the 
S.P.L.A.&U.R.R. 


IT IS HOT A U. P. SCHEME. 


Progresa of the Los Angeles A 
Ocean By.—Movements of the 
8. P’s Surveyors—Notes. 


It will be remembered this paper 
three months ago gave publication to 
the theory that the actual head and 
front of the project to build a third 
transcontinental line of railway into 
this city, via Salt Lake City, was none 
other than Jay Gould, the great East­ 
ern railroad king. 
When Rattlesnake island, in San 
Pedro harbor, was sold by the Domin- 
goes heirs, it was generally assumed 
that Richard Smith, of New York, 
bought the property, simply acting as 
an agent for Mr. Gould and his asso­ 
ciates. Although Mr. Smith’s attor­ 
neys have, ever since the transfer 
to him of the island, held that 
it was simply a private specu­ 
lation on his part, it is the fact, how­ 
ever, that Mr. Gould owus the island. 
When Mr. Smith opened up negotia­ 
tions for its possession, a matter of 
nearly half a year ago, he pushed them 
as far as to secure an agreement from 
the Dominguez heirs to convey to 
him.There was filed for record late yes­ 
terday afternoon the transfer, by 
agreement to convey, of 224.10 acres 
of the Rancho San Pedro, for a con­ 
sideration of $300,000. The sellers 
are Dona Anna.Josefa, Dominquez de 
Gayer and tne Donas Guadalupe Mar­ 
celina, Marie Delores Dominquez and 
Maria de los Rupes. The buyers J. 
P. Woodbury and Lou. B. Winans. 
This acreage transferred is none other 
than Rattlesnake island, and the 
scheme of a re-conveyance of the 
property means simply a recently 
conceived plan to put it in Mr. Gould’s 
hands, the agreement to convey to 
Mr. Smith being nullified. 
This secures sea coast terminal fa­ 
cilities for some one of Mr. Gould’s 
roads, and mutt denote, in itself, the 
intention to extend one of these lines 
to this city and the ocean. The Union 
Pacific is about the only line that 
could be practically extended, and 
that will be thethiid transcontinental 
rood to be built here, starting from 
Milford, Utah Territory. 
When the plan of building from 
Salt Lake here was first conceived a 
company of local moneyed men incor­ 
porated with the object of taking care 
of the interests of the California di­ 
vision of the road. A survey for a 
route through the Sierra Madre moun­ 
tains was made by an old railway 
engineer, Mr. Thomas Rask, and a 
practicable pass through the mouiv 
tains was discovered by him. Then the 
Pasadena branch of the incorporation 
was started and right of way secured 
through from Pasadena to Redlands, 
San Bernardino county. Rights of 
way were next secured to the ranch 
boundaries of the Rancho San Pedro, 
and when finally the transfer of Rat­ 
tlesnake island was mode, through 
that property to the sea coast. All 
was then ready to transfer to proper 
parties, and with the filing of the sale 
of the island yesterday was placed on 
record the transfer, by J. P. Wood­ 
bury for himself and as trustee of the 
railroad of the Pasadena Railroad 
Company, all rights of way, depot 
privileges and real estate owned by 
that company, for a considera ion of 
$180,000. 
Mr. Scott then filed for record the 
transfer of the above to the San Pedro, 
Xdm Angelas and Utah Railroad Com- 
S 
ny for a consideration cf $200,000. 
e acted as an agent for the Union 
Pacific. 
With the filing of these 
transfers has been settled the question 
of who is going to build the new road, 
and at once all doubts heretofore ex­ 
istent as to whether it would be built 
or not.—[Lot Angeles Express. 
| [Several statements made in the 
foregoing article are, to say the least, 
of a most highly sensational char­ 
acter. So sensational were they that 
the H erald’s representative deemed 
it necessary to examine them thor­ 
oughly, and accordingly, at a late 
hour last night, Mr. L. F. Scott, 
the brother of Mr. Clarence W. 
Scott, the gentleman who figures most 
prominently in the transferring and 
conveying of the property mentioned 
was seen in his office. 
Mr. Scott said: “I and my brother, 
Clarence W. Scott, are probably more 
intimately connected in our business 
affairs than brothers usually are; we 
do not conceal anything from one 
another. For a long time he has 
been busily engaged working up a sale 
of the San Pedro, Los Angeles and 
Utah Railroad Company’s properties, 
and for this reason has been in New 
York for some time with a party 
of powerful and prominent capitalists 
who now own 73 per cent, of the 
stock of that railroad. These gentle­ 
men are in no way connected with 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company, 
and my brother does not know any 
one connected with that company. 
The S. P. L. A. A U. R. R. is a dis­ 
tinct organization, and is not even re­ 
motely connected with any eastern or 
transcontinental railway. There is 
bat little foundation in the article in 
the Expresa— the only truth in it, is 
the part referring to the transfers 
made yesterday. -Mr. Jav Gould 
never owned Rattlesnake island, or 
any part of it. Mr. Richard Smith 
went into it as a speculation. He 
sold out to L. R. Winans, J. P. Wood­ 
bury and W.B.King. King sold out to 
Winans, and Winans transferred to J. 
P. Woodbury. Afterwards the latter 
gentleman transferred it to my bro­ 
ther, C. W. Scott, who in turn trans­ 
ferred it to the San Pedro, Loe Ang­ 
eles and Utah R. R. The transfer to 
the company was simply to give some 
eecority for the issuance of the mort­ 
gage bonds, the account of which you 
paDlished. I will say positively that 
Gould is in no wise connected 
with the rood, and if any other road 
comes into Loe Angeles over the route 
it will be done by a traffic agreement, 
or some such arrangement, after the 
road is built and in running order. 
The parties now owning the road are 
perfectly able to do so, and will do so 
without outside assistance. My bro­ 
ther is now, I believe, in Monroe, 
Michigan. 1 telegraphed him there 
yesterday to know when he would be 
homo.” 
LOS ANGELES AND OCEAN BY. 
Alow Talk About the 9. P.** 
- 
UBtlMU. ■ 
Work on the Los Angeles and 
Ooean Bailway is progressing finely, 
90 states the gentleman in charge 
of the construction department. 
There are now three large forces 
of grader* at work, and the road 
ig gradad from Alamitea Bay 


Long Beach, a distance of three miles, 
and also one mile this side of Long 
Beach, making four miles of the line 
now ready for the rails. A force of 
twenty-five men were started, Mon­ 
day morning, at the Nadeau vine­ 
yard. grading toward Long Beach, 
and they will be assisted by stiii 
larger forces as Boon as possible. The 
gentleman said that the grading 
would be completed in about sixty 
days, and that then the work of lay­ 
ing tho rails would be begun and 
rushed to a finish. Speaking of Ala- 
mitos Bay and its prospects, the gen­ 
tleman said: “The Southern Pacific 
Company has a large force of survey­ 
ors down there now, who have been 
there for two weeks, locating lines 
for proposed railroads. They have 
line-stakes set in every direction, and 
if all the roads were built they 
couldn’t be operated safely. The 
force is surveying a line from the 
bay upthroughthe Alamitos aud Ben­ 
itos ranches to connect with the new 
line from Downey to Whittier, and I 
think they will eventually run it to 
Puente, but of course that’s only 
conjecture oa my part.” The fact 
that the 
surveying party was 
at Alamitos Bay appeared in the 
H e r a ld at the time o‘ their depart­ 
ure |to that place, tuuugh the nature 
of their work could not be learned.

Denver has made a vigorous struggle 
for the line, and as a result will prob­ 
ably get a road from St. Joseph, a 
branch of the Rock Island system. 
Railroad men are predicting that the 
Rock Island will be operating a road 
of its own in less than five years from 
Chicago to the Pacific Coast. The 
California boom has strong attrac­ 
tions for the Rock Island manage­ 
ment. It intends to build its trans-* 
continental line on a route so judi­ 
ciously chosen that a healthy local 
business will be created all along the 
line. The projectors of the new road 
promise that every mile of it shall be 
constructed with the utmost care. 
Heavy rails, stone and solid masonry, 
iron bridges, all will be contracted 
for with a view to permanency and 
strength. Tk* managers say that this 
will cost more at the outset, but it 
means low operating expenses in the 
future, besides giving a line on which 
fast time can be made by either pas­ 
senger or freight trains.—[Exchange.

A $75,000 terra cotta plant has just

A 8tep T ow ard Solvlnr the Rapid 
T raiu lt Problem. 
There was a meeting recently of the 
Electro-A utom aic Transit Company 
of Baltimore City. 
It was decided to 
build a test liue for the rapid delivery 
of newspapers, mails and express 
m atters generally. 
The mechanical 
contrivance, under the new system of 
rapid transit invented bv David G. 
W eems, of this city, and controlled 
by the above company, bids fair to 
revolutionize the world in this respect. 
It is very simple, consisting of a 
light structure, elevated some twenty 
feet from the ground, thereby offering 
no hindrance to the cultivation of 
fields over which it may pass. 
Cars, 
pointed at both ends, are run on 
two tracks, having also an upper or 
third rail, which acts in the two-fold 
capacity of a guide-rail and the con­ 
ductor of the electric current. 
Each 
car is provided with an upper or 
guide-wheel at each 
end, whose 
flanges inclose the upper or guide- 
rail on each side, thus rendering the 
jum ping off the track a m atter of im­ 
possibility. 
The motive 
power 
consists 
of 
a 
perfect 
generator 
of certain 
prescribed horee-power, 
located 
at 
each 
end 
of 
the 
line, 
from 
which 
the 
current 
passes to the induction rail, where it 
is immediately taken up by the trav­ 
eling motor, to which one or more 
cars m ay be attached. 
The whole 
train is automatic in its action, each 
car springing its own brakes in suc­ 
cession in passing a perm anent trip- 
lever, located at a sufficient distance 
from the stopping place, after the 
train has already 
passed a point 
where the electric current has been 
cut off perm anently, leaving the train 
to its ow n momentum only, when the 
brakes are automatically applied. By 
the proposed line Baltimore news­ 
papers, m ail m atter or express pack­ 
ages would reach Chicago in about 
two hours. Chicago is distant from 
Baltimore 801 miles by rail. 
M atter 
from San Francisco for New York 
would be nine hours in transit.—[Bal­ 
timore Sun.
